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DETAILED ACTION 

Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A medium 
feeding apparatus containing, at least one align roller to align a medium in a path; and a 
feed assistance member comprising, a shaft; and a feed assistance roller ratably 
mounted to the shaft and positioned to apply pressure on the medium in a path to 
stabilize the medium while the medium is being aligned in the path by the align roller, 
where the feed assistance member is not ratably connected to the align roller and not 
vertically aligned with any roller. This structure in combination with the remaining 
claimed structure is not taught by prior art.
